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The recitation in claim 1 of providing ultra-high purity 
carbon dioxide gas and passing such carbon dioxide gas through 
the anion exchange resin bed in combination with the limitations 
of eliminating ionic impurities from the anion exchange resin and 
converting the anion exchange resin into the bicarbonate form 
would require further consideration and possibly searching the 
prior art, especially when viewed in combination with the 
limitations recited in dependent claims 2-10 and 12-14. The 
newly recited limitations in claim 15 would also require further 
consideration and possibly search of the prior art to determine 
whether the resin per se recited in claim 15 would be novel and 
unobvious over the prior art when preconditioned by the specific 
steps recited in claim 15, 

The proposed amendment would also raise the issue of 
indef initeness under 35 U.S.C. § 112 paragraph 2, since claim 12 
would depend from claim 11, which would be cancelled.
